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TOWN WARRANT 


To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury, in the county 
of Worcester, Greetings: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Millbury 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs to meet at their respec- 
tive voting places to wit: Precinct No. 1 at the Town Hall; Precinct 
No. 2 at the Burbank Street School at Bramanville; Precinct No. 3 at 
the Memorial High School; Precinct No. 4 at the Dorothy Manor 
School; and Precinct No. 5 at the East Millbury School, on Monday, 
the sixth day of February, next, at eight o’clock in the forenoon, to 
elect the following officers, to wit: 

ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector of 
Taxes, Auditor, Moderator, Six Constables, Tree Warden, Three mem- 
bers of the Board of Selectmen, One Highway Surveyor, all for the 
term of one year; One member of the School Committee, One Trustee 
of Public Library, One Cemetery Commissioner, One member of Board 
of Public Welfare, One Assessor, One member of the Board of Health, 
all for the term of three years; One member of the Millbury Housing 
Authority, for the term of five years. 

Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers for the 
year ensuing. And to meet on March 10, 1956 at 2:00 P.M. in the 
Town Hall in said Millbury, to act on the following articles, to wit: 

ARTICLE 38. To hear the reports of several Town Officers and 
Committees and act thereon. 

ARTICLE 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as 
may be necessary to defray Town Charges for the year ensuing, 
including sums for the lighting of Streets, the maintenance of the 
Town Library, the observance of Memorial and Armistice Days, Care 
and Improvement of cemeteries, care of clocks, care of fire alarm, the 
use of the Tree Warden, the use of Department of Veterans’ Services, 
salaries of Fire Department, and Police Retirement, Pensions, or take 
any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 5. To choose any Committee or Committees that may 
be thought necessary. 

ARTICLE 6. To see what action the Town will take regarding 
the hiring of four or more policemen to patrol our streets and to raise 
and appropriate money for same, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 7. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer with the approval! of the Selectmen to borrow money from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year begin- 
ning January 1, 1956 and to issue a note or notes therefore, payable 
within one year, and to renew any note or notes as may be given for 
a period of less than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 
44, General Laws. ; 

ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Select- 
men to sell, after first giving notice of the time and place of sale by 
posting such notice of sale in some convenient and public place in the 
Town, fourteen days at least before the sale, property taken by the 
Town under Tax Title Procedure provided the Selectmen, or whomso- 
ever they may authorize to hold such public auction may reject any 
bid which they deem inadequate, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 9. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to provide for extraordinary or unforeseen expendi- 
tures under the provisions of Chapter 40, Section 6, or the General 
Laws of Massachusetts, to be known as the Reserve Fund, or take any 
action thereon. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Treas- 
urer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money, for the 
general municipal purposes under authority of, and in accordance 
with the provisions of Chapter 49 of the Acts of 1933, and amend- 
ments thereto, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 11. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $500.00 to be used by the Selectmen to settle claims 
for personal property damage or incidental personal injury claims 
that may be brought against the Town, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be expended by the Treasurer for filing fees 
and the necessary expenses of foreclosing certain Tax Titles now held 
by the Town, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install one street light on Pole #2 on 
Jackson Lane, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install two street lights on Poles #1 and 
#5 on Linda Avenue, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install one street light at the corner of 
Elmwood Avenue and Greenwood Street on Pole #90, or on Pole #1, 
Elmwood Avenue, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install one street light, on the last pole, on 
Oakes Street, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 17. To see of the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install three street lights on Wildwood Road, 
one at the head of Wildwood Road, one at the Kimball property, and 
one at the end of said road on Poles #1; #5; #8, or take any action 
thereon. 

ARTICLE 18. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install two street lights on Upton Street, 
one on Pole #2, and one on Pole #4, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install one street light on Pole #4 on the 
corner of John and Henry Streets, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install one street light on Pole #57, Auburn 
Road, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 21. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to oil Linda Avenue, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to oil Jackson Lane, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate $1,800.00 to gravel, oil, and install drains on Middleton Street 
for a distance of 1,043 feet from Grafton Street in a southerly direc- 
ee to a point opposite 36 Middleton Street, or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 24. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate, or transfer from available funds in the Town Treasury, a sum 
of money to install necessary drainage on Rogers mirect, or take any 
action thereon. 

ARTICLE 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,350.00 to surface and gravel, apply mix, and place 
asphalt and a seal coat, to re-surface approximately 685 feet of Rindge 
Street starting at approximately 60 feet from bridge on Wheelock 
Avenue, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to widen and re-surface Davis Road for a 
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continuation of 1,200 feet from the present new construction, or take 
any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise or appro- 
priate a sum of money to cover the cost of a sidewalk on the northerly 
side of Hamilton Street from Howe Avenue to Miles Street Extension, 
or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 28. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to re-surface, install a drainage system, and 
three street lights on Glen Avenue and Mildred Avenue, or take any 
action thereon. 

ARTICLE 29. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a public 
street Chunis Avenue, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 30. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to grade, gravel, and oil Chunis Avenue from 
Greenwood Street to the residence of Masters, a distance of approxi- 
mately 780 feet, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 31. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install street lights on Chunis Avenue on 
Poles #4; #6, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 82. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a public 
street Henry Street from Marion Avenue to John Street, or take any 
action thereon. 

ARTICLE 383. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a public 
street John Street, from Wheelock Avenue to Henry Street, or take 
any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 34. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a public 
street Miles Street Extension from Budreau Avenue to Leone Avenue, 
a distance of approximately 240 feet, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 35. To see if the Town will vote to accept as a public 
street Leone Avenue from Prospect Street Extension to Miles Street 
Extension, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 36. To see if the Town will vote to accept a deed from 
Henry J. Shea for four tracts of land designated as Linda Avenue, 
Jackson Avenue, Howe Lane, and Maple Lane, or take any action 
thereon. 

ARTICLE 37. To see if the Town will vote to accept a deed from 
Warren W. Hayward for land to be used as a public street and known 
as Hayward Lane for an approximate distance of three-tenths of a 
mile, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 38. To see if the Town will vote to widen the southerly 
side of West Street and construct a black-top sidewalk from Main 
Street to Cherry Street and raise and appropriate a sum of money to 
be expended for this purpose, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 39. To see if the Town will vote to dedicate the East 
Millbury Playground to the memory of Frederick J. Connolly, to be 
known hereafter as the Frederick J, Connolly Playground, or take any 
action thereon. 

ARTICLE 40. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Mod- 
erator to appoint a committee of three citizens of the Town to make a 
survey of the salaries and wages paid to municipal officers and em- 
ployees by other municipalities comparable in size to Millbury, and to 
bring in a report together with their recommendations as to salary 
increases for Town employees and officials at a subsequent Town 
Meeting, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 41. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be expended by a Committee of Five for 
Christmas Decorations for the Center of the Town, said Committee to 
.be appointed by the Moderator, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 42. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $38,000.00 for the construction of a field house at 
Windle Field, said building to consist of two toilets and a storage 
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room, said construction to be under the supervision of the School 
Committee, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 48. To see if the Town will vote to increase the school 
committee from a three member board to a five member board, electing 
one member for one year, one member for two years, and one member 
for three years at the next annual election to serve with the two 
members with unexpired terms. Then as terms of members expire, 
they shall be elected for a three year term, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 44. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install drainage pipe on Dorothy Road from 
Millbury Avenue to the Styler residence a distance of approximately 
400 feet, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 45. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install a proper drainage system on West 
Main Street, a distance of approximately 548 feet, from Rhodes Street 
to a point near Gould Street, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 46. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install a proper drainage system on E]m- 
wood Street from a point at Pole #14 in front of the Lagerholm 
residence to an existing pipe at Pole # 8 at the junction of Gould 
& Elmwood Streets, said money to be expended in conjunction with 
$1,200.00 previously appropriated for this purpose, or take any action 
thereon. 

ARTICLE 47. To see if the Town will vote to accept the provi- 
sions of Chapter 670 of the Acts of 1955 entitled “An Act relating to 
increasing the amounts of pensions, retirement allowances and an- 
a payable to certain former public employees,” or take any action 
thereon. 


ARTICLE 48. To see if the Town will vote to contract with the 
Massachusetts Water Works Co. for the installation of a fire hydrant 
between #3 and #5 Budreau Avenue, and raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for this purpose, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 49. To see if the Town will vote to install one fire 
alarm box near Lindy and Miles Street, the exact location to be deter- 
mined by the Board of Fire Engineers, and raise and appropriate a 
sum of money for this purpose, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 50. To see if the Town will vote to contract with the 
Massachusetts Water Works Co. for the installation of a fire hydrant 
on Alpine Street, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 51. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install a proper drainage system on Alpine 
Street, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 52. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of $1,955.74 to pay unpaid hospital bills in accordance 
to Chapter 117, Section 14 of the General Laws which have been 
pending since 1951 and for which the Town is being sued for same by 
the City of Worcester, or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 58. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate or transfer from available unappropriated funds in the Town 
Treasury the sum of $12,000.00 to be expended in conjunction with 
any money which may be allotted by the State or County, or both, 
under the provisions of Chapter 90 of our General Laws continue the 
reconstruction of West Main Street or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 54. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate or transfer from available unappropriated funds in the Town 
Treasury the sum of $7,000.00 to be expended in conjunction with any. 
money which may be allotted by the State or County, or both, under 
the provisions of Chapter 90 of our General Laws to widen Elm Street 
from Canal to Main Streets, or take any action thereon. 
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ARTICLE 55. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to be expended by the Common Committee for 
the beautification of the Common or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 56. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the Select- 
men to discontinue, to re-locate, or to change any of the five precincts 
now in use, and to raise and appropriate a sum of money to be used 
if changes are to be made, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 57. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate or transfer from available unappropriated funds in the Town 
Treasury a sum of money to be expended in conjunction with any 
money which may be allotted by the State or County, or both, under 
provisions of Chapter 91 of our General Laws relative to stream clear- 
ance of the tributaries of the Blackstone River within the boundaries 
of the Town of Millbury, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 58. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money to install proper drainage on Orchard Street 
and re-surface Orchard Street for a distance of 1,000 feet, from North 
Main Street in an easterly direction, or take any action thereon. 

ARTICLE 59. To see if the Town will vote to rescind the present 
Town By-Laws and to adopt in place thereof the following complete 
new set of By-Laws attached hereto and made a part of this warrant, 
or take any action thereon. 


ARTICLE 1 
Warrants for Town Meetings 


SECTION 1. Notice of every Annual Town Meeting and Special 
Town Meeting shall be given by posting an attested copy of the 
Warrant thereof in the Town Hall (lower lobby), Bramanville, East 
Millbury, Dorothy Pond, Johnson Street, and Greenwood Street sec- 
tions of the Town, as the Selectmen may in the Warrant direct, seven 
(7) days at least before such meeting. 


ARTICLE. 2 
Annual Town Meeting 


SECTION 1. The Annual Meeting for the election of Town Officers 
shall be held on the first Monday in February and the Annual Meeting 
for the transaction of other business on the second Saturday in March 
at 2:00 o’clock P.M. 


ARTICLE 3 
Rules for Procedure at Town Meetings 


SECTION 1. All articles in the Warrant shall be taken up in the 
order of their arrangement, unless otherwise decided at the Town 
Meeting by a majority vote. 

SECTION 2. At all Town Meetings the main floor of the meeting 
hall shall be reserved for qualified voters only, and no vote either by 
ballot or other form shall be received by the meeting from any quali- 
fied voter seated in any portion of the meeting hall other than the 
main floor. 

SECTION 8. No motion, the effect of which would be to dissolve the 
Town Meeting shall be in order until every article in the Warrant has 
been duly acted upon; but this shall not prevent action being taken on 
a motion to adjourn to a specified date. 

SECTION 4. All motions for granting appropriations shall be in 
writing and all other motions offered for the consideration of the 
meeting shall be in writing, if required by the Moderator. 

SECTION 5. No motion shall be received at an adjourned meeting 
for the reconsideration of any vote passed at a prior meeting unless 
notice of such reconsideration shall have been given at the meeting 
at which the vote was passed; provided, however, that this by-law may 
be suspended in any particular case by a vote of three-fourths of those 
present and voting. 


SECTION 6. After an article in the Warrant has once been acted 
on, it shall not be again considered at the same meeting, except by a 
vote of three-fourths of those present and voting. 

SECTION 7. No action shall be taken on any article contained in 
the Warrant for a Town Meeting, nor shall any motion be entertained 
by the Moderator, excepting that of adjournment, unless the attend- 
ance of a quorum has been certified by the Town Clerk. 

SECTION 8. A Quorum shall be 200 registered voters. 


ARTICLE 4 
Duties of Town Officers 


SECTION 1. The Selectmen shall have the general direction and 
management of the property and affairs of the Town, except as other- 
wise provided for by the General Laws of the Commonwealth, or by 
these by-laws. 

SECTION 2. All Town Officers or Committees required by law, or 
by vote at any Town Meeting, or requested by the Selectmen to submit 
a written annual report, shall prepare and submit the same to the 
Board of Selectmen on or before the seventh (7th) day after the close 
of the financial year. 

SECTION 8. The Selectmen shall cause their annual reports, to- 
gether with the reports of all other Town Officers, or Boards of 
Officers that are required to make annual reports, to be printed and 
placed in the hands of the Town Clerk for distribution, at least ten 
(10) days before the time of the Annual Meeting. The Warrant for 
the Annual Town Meeting shall be included and published in the 
annual reports and shall be the first in order of matters appearing 
therein. 

SECTION 4. The Board of Selectmen shall make such rules and 
regulations for discipline and government of the Police Department 
as it may deem necessary. 

Treasurer 

SECTION 5. The Treasurer shall prepare a report, to be published 
in the Town Report, of all his receipts and payments, with a state- 
ment of the balance of his accounts; and a detailed statement of all 
Town debt, showing when the same was issued, the amount due each 
year and the rate of interest charged. 


Assessors 
SECTION 6. The Assessors shall determine the valuation of prop- 
erty for the purpose of taxation and shall, every five (5) years, cause 
to be published an accurate and complete list of tax payers of the 
Town and the valuation of their estates, real and personal, and the 
taxes paid by them, and the list of assessed polls and property exempt 
from taxation, in such detail as is practical. 


Town Clerk 


SECTION 7. The Town Clerk shall keep one or more files of all the 
Annual Town Reports and shall cause to be filed one copy of each 
Annual Town Report with the Librarian of the Town Library. He 
shall notify, or cause to be notified, all persons chosen, or elected by 
the Town, or appointed on committees, of their election, choice or 
appointment. He shall furnish all Boards and Committees with a copy 
of all votes affecting them. He shall not allow original papers or docu- 
ments of the Town to be taken from his office, except as they remain 
in his custody or by authority of law. 

Auditor 


SECTION 8. The Town Auditor shall examine all bills and payrolls 
of all departments before payment is made and may disallow any 
claim as fraudulent, unlawful or excessive. He shall keep books in 
which he shall enter the amounts of all appropriations voted by the 
Town and expenditures from each appropriation, the balances of 
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which shall be submitted as often as once each month to each depart- 
ment and the Selectmen. 


ARTICLE 5 
Finance Committee 


SECTION 1. There shall be a Finance Committee of five (5) mem- 
bers, none of whom shall hold other elective or appointive office of the 
Town. The members of the Committee shall be appointed by the 
Moderator following the final adjournment of the Annual Town 
Meeting. — In 1956 there shall be appointed one (1) member for 
three (8). years; in 1957, one (1) member for two (2) years; in 1958, 
one (1) member for three (8) years, and two (2) members for two 
(2) years, —and thereafter, annually for two (2) successive years, 
two (2) members for three (8) years, and every third year one (1) 
member for three (8) years. The term of each member so appointed 
shall expire at the conclusion of the Annual Town Meeting in the final 
year of his term. Any member of the Finance Committee who accepts 
an elective or appointive office during the term for which he was 
appointed shall vacate his office on the committee, All vacancies on 
the committee shall be filled by the Moderator for the unexpired term. 

SECTION 2. To this committee shall be referred all articles in any 
Warrant for a Town Meeting hereafter issued. The Selectmen after 
drawing any Warrant for a Town Meeting shall transmit immediately 
a copy thereof to each member of the Finance Committee, and said 
Committee shall consider all such articles. A public hearing may be 
held upon all articles, unless a public hearing by some other tribunal 
is required by law. After due consideration of the subject matter in 
such articles, said Committee shall report in writing thereon, to the 
Town Meeting, such recommendations as it deems best for the interest 
of the Town. 

SECTION 8. The Finance Committee shall submit to the Annual 
Town Meeting a budget of the probable expenditures of the Town for 
the ensuing year including the amounts required to meet interest, pay- 
ments on maturing bonds and outstanding indebtedness and _ shall 
submit a detailed estimate of the amounts of income from all sources 
of revenue, exclusive of taxes, and the probable amount required to 
be raised by taxation. 

The Finance Committee shall include in the budget, in connection 
with each appropriation recommended by it, a statement of the amount 
appropriated and expended the previous year for the same appro- 
priation. 

SECTION 4. The Finance Committee shall meet and organize 
annually at the call of the Moderator, or upon written request of a 
majority of the members of the said Committee filed with the Town 
Clerk and shall choose, by election, its Chairman and Clerk. 


ARTICLE 6 
Town Library 


SECTION 1. The Board of Trustees of the Town Library shall con- 
sist of three (8) persons to be chosen by the Town, by ballot, one (1) 
to be chosen annually for the term of three (8) years. Said Board of 
Trustees shall have the full charge and control of the Town Library, 
and shall have the power to appoint a Librarian and one, or more, 
Assistant Librarians and fix the salary of the same, have approval of 
bills presented for payment from all appropriations voted by the Town 
for the care or improvement of the Library, and make all necessary 
rules for its management, impose and collect fines, not exceeding two 
cents per day for any book kept in violation of their rules, and do all 
things necessary for the proper care and improvement of the Library 
not inconsistent with the General Laws and by-laws, and the votes of 
the Town relating thereto. 
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The Board of Trustees shall make an annual report to the Town 
of the condition of the Library and of its activities. 


ARTICLE 7 
Commissioners of Cemeteries 
Collector of Taxes 
Highway Department 
and 

Board of Health 


SECTION 1. The duties of the Commissioners of Cemeteries, Col- 
lector of Taxes, the Highway Department, and the Board of Health 
are hereby incorporated, by reference only, inasmuch as they are com- 
pletely set forth in the General Laws of this Commonwealth provided 
therefor, with such adaptations as may be necessary to meet local 
requirements. 

SECTION 2. The Board of Health shall annually make a report to 
be printed in the Annual Town Report, showing the statistics of the 
health and sanitary conditions of the Town, with recommendations for 
its improvement, together with a statement of its work during the 
previous year; such report shall also contain a detailed statement of 
the amounts expended by the Board during the fiscal year. 


ARTICLE 7A 


SECTION 1. No person shall remove or transport garbage, offal or 
other offensive material through any public street, court, lane or way 
without first obtaining a permit from the Board of Health, and pro- 
vided further that he shall remove and transport the material herein 
mentioned in accordance with such reasonable rules and regulations as 
may be established by the said Board of Health. All such permits shall 
expire on December 31st of the year in which they are issued, but may 
be renewed annually. They may be revoked by the Board of Health at 
any time for cause. No permit shall be transferred except with the 
approval of the Board of Health. Carts or vehicles used in transport- 
ing offensive material shall be water-tight, and shall be securely 
covered with a wood, iron or canvass cover. Nothing in this section 
shall be so construed as to prevent a householder from disposing 
garbage, offal or other offensive material from his own household 
without permit from the Board of Health, provided he shall remove, 
transport, or dispose of such garbage, offal or other offensive material 
in a manner satisfactory to the said Board of Health. 

SECTION 2. No person shall keep within the limits of this Town, 
in any building, or on any premises of which he may be the owner, 
lessee, tenant or occupant, any swine, without a permit from the 
Board of Health. All such permits expire annually on December 31st 
and may be revoked by the Board at any time for cause. 

SECTION 8. The owners or persons in control of any buildings or 
premises, in which cows, goats, live fowl or swine are kept, shall keep 
the buildings and premises clean and free from decaying food, filth, 
dirt, and stagnant water. The buildings and pens shall be white- 
washed or disinfected and put in such condition as may be ordered by 
the Board of Health. 

SECTION 4. The owner or other person or persons having control 
of any existing building or buildings hereafter erected or converted 
into premises to keep swine or other domestic animals shall keep their 
barns, stables and yards clean, and shall provide a pit constructed of 
cement or other suitable material for the reception of manure and 
other refuse matter. When a public sewer is accessible the Board of 
Health will decide as to the advisability of connecting such building 
with such public sewer. 

SECTION 5. Garbage to be collected once a week throughout the 
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year with the exception of the months-of June, July, August and Sep- 
tember, when the collection should be made twice a week. 


ARTICLE 8 
Police Department 


SECTION 1. There shall be a Police Department consisting of a 
Chief, and such additional members as the Selectmen shall deem neces- 
sary for the proper enforcement of the laws. The Chief of Police shall 
be responsible to the Board of Selectmen for the actions of the asso- 
ciate members in the Department. 

SECTION 2. The annual report of the Chief of Police shall contain: 

(1) A tabulated report of the number of arrests during the year, 
showing the cause of such arrest. 

(2) A statement of the value of the stolen property recovered and 
the value of stolen or lost property returned to the owner. 

(3) A statement of Police property. 

(4) A statement of the number of convictions obtained in the 
Central District Court at Worcester during the fiscal year. 


ARTICLE 9 
Fire Department 


SECTION 1. The annual report of the Fire Department shall con- 
tain a statement of the property and apparatus in possession of the 
Department and its condition, the number of regular Firemen con- 
stituting each Company, the number and kind of alarms answered, 
the estimated value of property affected and the amount of property 
damage caused by fires, and such other information as the Chief of the 
Department may deem pertinent. 


ARTICLE 10 
Highway Department 


SECTION 1. The annual report of the Highway Department shall 
contain an itemized inventory of machinery, tools and other equipment 
used in its Department and their condition, together with a list of 
streets and ways on which new construction or repairs were made by 
its Department. 


ARTICLE 11 
Board of Survey 


SECTION 1. The Board of Survey shall regulate the construction 
and laying out of public and private ways in the Town and shall 
determine the width and the grades necessary for the proper laying 
out of new ways and shall determine any change of grade that may 
be made in existing ways. 

SECTION 2. No person may open a private way for public use 
without first submitting to the Board suitable plans in accordance 
with such rules and regulations as the Board may prescribe, and no 
person shall open for public travel any private way, the location, 
direction, width, and grades of which have not previously been ap- 
proved, in writing, by the Board of Survey as prescribed by and in 
accordance with Chapter 41 of our General Laws and Acts in amend- 
ment thereto. 


ARTICLE 12 
Traffic Regulations 


SECTION 1. The Board of Selectmen shall from time to time estab- 
lish and publish, by posting or publication in a newspaper, rules and 
regulations for the control of traffic, speed, and parking of vehicles, 
and shall see to their enforcement by the Police Department. The 
Chief of Police may, at his discretion, and in times of emergency, 
temporarily change such rules and regulations or the provisions 
thereof as may best serve the safety and convenience of the public. 
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ARTICLE 13 
Licenses 


SECTION 1. No person shall be a collector of, or dealer in junk, old 
metals or second-hand articles, or a keeper of a shop for the purchase, 
sale or barter of junk, old metals, or second-hand articles, unless 
licensed therefor by the Selectmen. 

SECTION 2. All licenses required by law shall be granted by the 
Selectmen and issued by the Town Clerk, who shall record the same. 

SECTION 8. None of the provisions of this article shall apply to a 
regularly established business for the sale of antiques or curios. 


ARTICLE 14 
Use of Public Ways 


SECTION 1. No person shall obstruct any sidewalk or street, or any 
part thereof, or break or dig the ground of same, without first obtain- 
ing a written permit from the Selectmen therefor, except in the case 
of emergency, except officers of the Town in the lawful performance 
of their duties and those acting under their orders. The Selectmen 
may require said persons to give to the Town a sufficient bond to 
restore said street to a condition satisfactory to them. Any person 
breaking out or digging up a street, except as herein permitted, or 
erecting or placing thereon any wood staging, brick, lumber or other 
obstructions, without a written permit from the Selectmen, shall be 
punished by a fine not exceeding Twenty Dollars ($20.00). 

SECTION 2. No person shall coast upon or across any sidewalk or 
street in the Town except at such times and in such places as may be 
from time to time designated by the Selectmen. 

SECTION 3. No person shall place an obstruction of any nature on 
any sidewalk or highway of the Town without a permit from the 
Selectmen, and shall remove such obstruction immediately after receiv- 
ing notice from a Police Officer, Constable, or Selectman of the Town. 

SECTION 4. Whoever posts, affixes or in any way attaches any 
poster, handbill, notice, advertisement, or placard upon a tree, pole, 
wall, fence, building or structure, not his own, without the permis- 
sion of the owner of such wall, fence, building or structure, shall 
forfeit and pay for each offense a fine of not more than Twenty 
Dollars ($20.00). 

SECTION 5. No person shall distribute papers, or circulars, or 
advertisements through the Town in such a manner as to create a 
disturbance, or litter. 

SECTION 6. No person shall go from house to house within the 
Town, begging, or soliciting alms, or contributions for any person, 
cause or organization, without first having recorded his name and 
address and obtaining a permit from the Chief of Police. The provi- 
sions of this by-law shall not apply to churches or duly recognized 
charitable and public service organizations. 

SECTION 7. No street shall be accepted by the Town unless it is 
at least forty (40) feet in width. Petitioners for a new street shall, 
in all cases, pay for the cost of surveying and laying out the same, 
but the surveying and laying out shall be done under the supervision 
of the Board of Survey, and all petitions for the laying out of the 
new street shall be accompanied by a deposit sufficient in the estima- 
tion of the Board of Survey to pay the cost of such surveying and 
laying out of the street. 

SECTION 8. No person shall form or conduct any parade in any 
street, sidewalk or public way within the Town without a written 
permit signed by the Board of Selectmen. 

SECTION 9. No person shall make or give any public address, 
speech or harangue on any street, public square or public park within 
the Town without a written permit from the Board of Selectmen. 

SECTION 10. No person shall permit any vehicle under his care or 
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control to stand across any street in such a manner as to obstruct the 
travel over the same; no person shall stop with any vehicle in any 
street so near to another vehicle as to obstruct proper travel, nor shall 
any person park any vehicle on a curve or at a corner or on the corner 
of any intersection of any of the public streets in the Town; and no 
person shall stop with any vehicle upon or across any crossing in any 
street or within ten (10 feet of a fire hydrant. No person shall drive 
any vehicle upon or over any hose pipe or hose in use when placed in 
any street by order of the Chief, or other Officers of the Fire Depart- 
ment. 

SECTION 11. No person shall permit any vehicle under his control 
to obstruct the free passage of any piece of fire apparatus responding: 
to a call nor shall any person, while driving any vehicle, fail to yield 
the right-of-way to such apparatus upon signal. 

Whoever violates the provisions of this by-law shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than Twenty Dollars ($20.00) for each offense. 

SECTION 12. No person shall obstruct the free and convenient use 
by the pubic for travel of any sidewalk, by occupying the same with 
wares, merchandise or other goods or by using the same as a place of 
resort for amusement, recreation or business without a permit in 
writing, signed by the Board of Selectmen. 

SECTION 18. No person shall sell, except in accordance with a 
permit from the Selectmen, any goods, articles or merchandise from 
any stationary vehicle or temporary stand in any street. 

SECTION 14. No person shall be or remain upon any sidewalk, 
doorway, stairs, public passage way to any church or public hall or 
office, or upon any steps, portico or other projection from any house, 
or other building, to the obstruction of any person lawfully entitled 
to pass, inhabit, or resort thereto; and no person shall sit or be upon 
any wall, fence, railing, bank or doorsteps facing upon any street or 
public place, not being the occupant or owner thereof, without the 
consent of the owner or occupant of the premises, or after being 
requested by the owner or any occupant of the premises, or any 
Constable or Police Officer to remove therefrom; or be, or remain upon 
any sidewalk to the disturbance or annoyance of any person. 

SECTION 15. Any person who shall connect with, or drain, or 
attempt to connect with, or drain, into any common sewer, or drain, 
built or owned by the Town, without authority therefor having first 
been obtained from the Selectmen, shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding Twenty Dollars ($20.00), and shall also be liable to pay all 
such damages as may be caused by his acts to be recovered by the 
Selectmen in the name of the Town. 

SECTION 16. No person shall throw stones, snow-balls, sticks, or 
other missiles, or kick football, or play at any game in which a ball 
is used, or fly kites, or balloons, or shoot with an airgun, bow and 
arrow, slingshot, or similar device in or across any of the public ways 
of the Town. 


ARTICLE 15 
Miscellaneous Provisions 


SECTION 1. The School Committee may dispose of personal prop- 
erty in its custody when it deems it advisable and to the interest of the 
Town. All other Town Officers, Boards or Departments may dispose 
of such personal property in their custody, when they deem it advis- 
able and in the interest of the Town, after such disposition shall be 
approved and authorized in writing by the Selectmen. If in the judg- 
ment of any Officer, Board, or Department, the value of property to be 
disposed of by sale exceeds One Hundred Dollars, ($100.00), the prop- 
erty shall be advertised in some newspaper published in the Town and 
bids requested. The proceeds from any sale shall be paid to the 
Treasurer forthwith. Every Officer, Board or Department shall include 
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in its annual report, a list of property so sold, the amount received 
therefor and the name of the purchaser. 

SECTION 2. No contract for mechanical, or other work, or the 
purchase of equipment, supplies, or materials, the actual or estimated 
cost of which: amounts to Five Hundred Dollars ($500.00) or more, 
except in cases of special emergency involving the health and safety 
of the people or their property, shall be awarded unless proposals for 
same have been invited by advertisements in at least one newspaper, 
such publication to be at least one (1) week before the time specified 
for the opening of said proposals. Such advertisement shall state the 
time and place for opening the proposals in answer to said advertise- 
ment, and shall reserve to the Town the right to reject any or all 
proposals. All such proposals shall be opened in public. No bill or 
contract shall be split or divided for the purpose of evading any 
provisions of this section and the results of the bidding shall be pub- 
lished in the same manner provided for proposals. 


ARTICLE 16 


SECTION 1. The penalty for violation of the provisions of any of 
these by-laws, except as herein otherwise provided, and except as 
otherwise provided by statute, shall be a fine of not less than Five 
Dollars ($5.00), or more than Twenty Dollars ($20.00). 

. ARTICLE 17 

SECTION 1. These by-laws shall take effect when adopted by the 
Town and approved by the Attorney General and published in accord- 
ance with the statutes. 

SECTION 2. All Town by-laws heretofore existing are repealed 
upon the taking effect of these by-laws. 

The Polls will be opened at 8 A.M. and shall be closed at 8 P.M. 

And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting up an 
attested copy thereof at each of the Post Offices, and at the First 
Congregational Meeting House in Bramanville, at the Fire Station 
East Millbury, at Dorothy Pond Market at Dority Pond, at Farmer’s 
Store on Park Hill, in said Town, Seven days at least before the time 
of holding said meeting. 

Hereof, Fail not, and make due return of this warrant, with your 
doings thereon to the Town Clerk, at the time and place of meeting 
as aforesaid.

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Report of Selectmen 


To the Citizens of the Town of Millbury: 


The Board of Selectmen presents its report and the re- 
ports of the various Town Officers for the year ending 
December 31, 1955: 

The Board of Selectmen, in keeping with its practice of 
the last few years, authorized renovations to the Town Hall 
that were thought necessary. These included the asphalt 
tiling of the entrance to the lower Hall and the installation 
of an additional toilet for women employees of the Town 
Hall. The Board hopes to make the stairways and upper 
hallway more presentable in the coming year. Money for 
this work was made available from the Town Hall accounts. 

During the year the Main Street approach of Millbury 
Center was improved considerably by a Chapter 90 Project. 
This work included the removal of the car tracks, installa- 
tion of proper drainage, widening of the street, and the re- 
aeoue of the entire roadway from Canal Street to Elm 

treet. 

This work was done under the supervision of Mr. Levi 
Chase, the Highway Superintendent. A small portion re- 
mains to be done, which includes the reconstruction of the 
sidewalk on the westerly side of the street next to the Com- 
mon. This will be done when the weather permits. 

The total cost to the Town for this project was estimated 
at $3,000.00; the State $6,000.00; the County $3,000.00. The 
Board of Selectmen authorized Mr. Chase to sell the sal- 
vaged rails for $1,370.00, so the Town’s cost was reduced 
to $1630.00. 

We would like to thank the Board of Directors of the 
Baptist Church for graciously donating a sizable piece of 
their church land in order that this work could be completed. 

The Board of Selectmen has already received approval of 
two Chapter 90 projects for 1956, which will be the widen- 
ing of Elm Street, from Canal to Main Streets ($7,000) and 
the continuation of the West Main Street project in West 
Millbury ($12,000). The total cost to the Town for both will 
be $4,250. 

The Board would like to thank everyone who helped dur- 
ing and after the terrifying August Flood. We would like to 
commend Patrolman Howard White, who so ably co-ordin- 
ated all Flood relief action in the absence of our Police Chief 
Vulter who was on a well-earned vacation; also words of 
praise to Patrolmen George Brady and Joseph Lauzon, who 
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assisted Patrolman White. We urge you to read the detailed 
report of the flood activities elsewhere in this Town book 
given by our Flood Liasion officer, Mr. John Hamilton, who 
handled this assignment so capably that the Town of Mill- 
bury has received an exceptionally high re-imbursement 
from the Federal Government. 

We wish to take this opportunity to thank all Depart- 
ments and Department Heads for their cooperation in 
making this year a successful one for the Town of Millbury.

As Veterans’ Agent and Director of Veterans’ Services, 
I hereby submit my report of services rendered and benefits 
granted for the year ending December 31st, 1955, together 
with financial reports.

In excess of 500 applications were processed through 
this, and submitted to various branches of the Local, Fed- 
eral and State governments. These applications pertained 
to education, training, subsistence allowance, insurance, 
medical treatment, allotments, real estate abatements, 
Korean bonus, veterans’ aid, compensation and pensions 
for veterans, and/or their dependents. Included in these 
applications were:—11 admisSions to either VA hospitals 
or homes, 60 Korean bonuses, 50 recordings of original 
discharges, 54 registrations for the draft, and 109 approved 
cases for veterans’ aid. 


Of the number of claims filed against the Veterans Ad- 
ministration, very few received unfavorable action. Prac- 
tically all claims for pensions filed by World War I veterans 
were approved. As has been stated in the past years, the 
approval of these claims is most beneficial to the Town, for 
reason that it increases the purchasing power within the 
Town, and minimizes in many cases the amounts granted 
under Veterans’ Benefits. 


In connection with the above claims, 900 photostatic 
copies of discharge papers, marriage, birth and divorce 
records, etc., were made in this office. There is a noted in- 
crease in the number of pension claims being filed by the 
veterans of World War I, and these claims undoubtedly 
will continue to increase during the next several years. By 
law, a veteran who has attained the age of 65 need only 
show a disability of 10%, in order to obtain a pension from 
the Federal Government, provided, however, his income 
does not exceed $1400 per year if he is single, or $2700 per 
year if he has dependents. 

With regard to filing claims for veterans of World War 
II who are attempting to establish service-connection for a 
disease, or injury resulting from the service, an increasing 
amount of correspondence and followup work is necessary, 
because of the number of years which have elapsed since 
their discharge from the service. 

With regard to our aid program of 1955—2in spite of high 
employment this department received a greater number of 
applications for aid during the year 1955 than in any year 
in the past ten, and of the total amount of aid granted, 
approximately one-fifth of the total expenditure was made 
for the care of widows, disabled veterans and their depend- 
ents. By this I mean veterans who were unemployed for 
reason of illness, and in many cases, hospitalized. Very 
little aid was granted during the year 1955 for reason of 
temporary layoffs due to lack of work. Budget increases 
have and will continue to increase the overall expenditure 
of the department. The reimbursement for expenditures in 
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connection with veterans’ aid will be in excess of 50% for 
the year 1955. This has been obtained by recovery in cer- 
tain cases of aid granted, and by continuing to receive a 
maximum amount from the State. During the year, two 
separate transfers were requested from the Finance Com- 
mittee and granted. 

An itemization of our Veterans’ Benefits and Service 
accounts is as follows: 
Veterans’ Benefits 

A total of 121 applications for Veterans’ Benefits were 
processed during the year ending December 31st, 1955. Of 
these, 109 applications affecting 223 people were approved 
by this office and accepted by the State or other communi- 
ties for reimbursement. The remaining 12 cases were re- 
jected for reason of ineligibility, or income in excess of our 
approved budgets. These cases were classified as follows: 

105 with Millbury settlements 
12 with Out-of-Town settlements 
3 War Allowance 
1 with Split settlement 

A total of $25,713.09 was expended for veterans’ aid 
during the past year, and of that amount $12,922.82 either 
has been, or will be returned to the General Account 
through reimbursement. 

Veterans’ aid in 1955 showed an increase of $4,578.82 
above that which was expended in 1954.

Dear Members: 


In my report submitted for the year ending December 
dist, 1954, I stated that with regard to Hurrricane ‘‘Edna”’ 
which occurred on September 11th, 1954. $4,941.60 had 
been expended as of December 31st, 1954. Reimbursement 
of that amount was requested of the Hurricane Relief 
Board in January 1955. In March of 1955 an additional 
expenditure in the amount of $420.53 was made chargeable 
to Hurricane “‘Edna.”’ 


As of this date very few cities or towns have received 
any reimbursement whatsoever on Hurricane “Edna.” 
However, in a telephone conversation with a member of the 
Hurricane Relief staff I have been advised that action has 
been completed on the first warrant submitted, which to- 
taled $4,941.60, and of this amount $4.20 has been dis- 
allowed on that warrant, and during the first week of 
February 1956 we will be officially notified that we will 
receive a relmbursement in the amount of $4,937.40 from 
the Hurricane Relief Board. Based upon this reimburse- 
ment, it is fair to assume that we will receive full reim- 
bursement on the second warrant submitted, totaling 
$420.53. It appears that Hurricane ‘“‘Edna” has cost the 
Town $4.20 for all work done. A schedule of payments to 
that Hurricane is attached to this report. 


Correspondence had hardly been completed with the Hur- 
ricane Relief Board when we, as well as many other sec- 
tions of the State, were seriously damaged as a result of 
flood waters of August 18th and 19th, 1955. By Presidential 
Proclamation the entire State was declared a ‘‘disaster 
area,” thereby making federal funds available under Public 
Law 875 Disaster Relief Act of 1950. The State Legislature 
promptly enacted and sent to the Governor for his sig- 
nature, Chapter 698 and 699 of the Acts of 1955, 
which Acts allowed municipalities to claim for reim- 
bursement from the State, monies expended for emergency 
and permanent repairs to public facilities not otherwise in- 
cluded in Public Law &75. 

At your request I continued on as Liaison Officer for the 
Town, and the following is my report: (I wish to point out 
that it is not intended to be an itemization of damages on a 
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street-by-street basis, but rather an overall outline. Un- 
doubtedly, all departments will include in their annual re- 
port a detail of damages and expenditures within their 
respective departments, and therefore, it would only result 
in duplication. ) 


Under Public Law 875, we were entitled to request reim- 
bursement from the Corps of Engineers, U.S. Army, for 
all costs of emergency repairs together with the cost of 
clearing debris, or to have the Corps of Engineers perform 
such work as could not be done by the Town, so long as the 
work requested was allowed under Public Law 875. All re- 
pairs of a permanent nature together with the cost of labor 
performed by regular employees, except for authorized 
overtime, is to be requested from State funds controlled by 
the Flood Relief Board. October 15th, 1955 was set as a cut- 
off date by the Corps of Engineers for reimbursement of 
emergency funds expended. As of October 19th, Millbury 
had expended $44,142.43. Of that amount $2,214.82 was ap- 
plicable to reimbursement from the State Flood Relief 
Board. Therefore, a claim in the amount of $41,927.61 was 
filed with the Corps of Engineers. On November 12th, 13th 
and 14th, 1955, an audit was made at this office by the 
Corps and $36,890.39 of our claim was approved. This 
amount has all been received by the Town. The remaining 
$5,037.22 was determined to be ineligible for reimburse- 
ment under Public Law 875, and therefore was included in 
our claim against the State Flood Fund. 


From the total expenditure as of October 19th, 1955, our 
first claim for State reimbursement was prepared in the 
amount of $7,203.21. Our second claim for reimbursement 
from the State will include the expenditures from October 
19th, to January 18th, 1956, and will be for $8,732.55. Both 
of these claims are in the process, but have not been com- 
pleted as of this date——Total expenditures from August 
18th, 1955 to January 18th, 1956 is $52,874.98. All but 
$48.83 will be claimed for reimbursement. This $48.83 was 
applied to our Flood account in error, and will be charged 
back to the Highway account. 


A copy of our claim against the Corps of Engineers and 
the results of their audit is attached. My next report will 
have a detailed breakdown of all other expenditures made, 
and will show the manner in which these expenditures have 
been submitted for reimbursement. 


As you know, at the present time we have several pro- 
jects pertaining to the Flood going on, and many that it has 
been necessary to delay until next Spring. Here for your 
review is a summary of those projects:

This contract was signed between the Town of 
Millbury, and Joseph V. Abretti of Milford, Mass., 
for the reconstruction of approximately 210 lineal 
feet of granite wall, destroyed by the waters of 
the Blackstone. The contract is nearly completed, 
but work has been held up due to the weather. 
This job will be completed in the near future, and 
the total amount will be reimbursed by the State. 


Resetting of Headstones Contract Price 390 00 
This contract is between the Town of Millbury 
and Whitinsville Monumental Works, and will 
be completed as soon as the wall is completed. The 
contract has been approved by the Flood Relief 
Board, and the total amount will be reimbursed to 
the Town. 


Repair of the Tool Shed Contract Price 498 00 
This job was awarded Thomas J. Hindley by the 
Cemetery Commissioners, and is being withheld 
until warmer weather. Full amount of the con- 
tract has been approved by the State, and total 
reimbursement will be received. 

Many sections of the cemetery will have to be cleaned up 
and new loam brought in and seeded. We have received per- 
mission to delay work until next Spring. However, no esti- 
mates have been submitted as of this date. Sections of the 
Road within the cemetery will have to be brought up to 
grade. This work will be done under the Highway Depart- 
ment’s supervision. 


HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Permanent Repairs to Roads and Culverts 13,000 00 
A total allocation of $23,000 00 has been made 
for permanent repairs to roads and culverts. Of 
this amount, approximately $10,000 00 has been 
expended and is included in the total expenditures 
through January 1956. 


Cross Street Bridge 400 00 

To repair the Cross Street Bridge, the State Flood 
Relief Board has allocated $300 00 Information 
received from the Corps of Engineers indicates 
that they will add an additional $100 00 to what- 
ever amount the State has provided. This amount 
together with the Cost of permanent repairs to our 
roads, will be reimbursed in full by the State. 


Burbank and Riverlin Street Bridges 102,000 00 

Both of these bridges are to be rebuilt by the 
State Department of Public Works. $102,000 00 
has been allocated for the work. These projects 
will be paid directly for by the State Department 
of Public Works. Both jobs have been advertised 
and work should begin during the month of Feb- 
ruary 1956. 
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Blackstone River 
Corps of Engineers, U. S. Army, estimated 42,000 00 


As a result of our request submitted to the 
Corps of Engineers, the Corps has undertaken 
to clear the Blackstone of all sandbars and all 
floatable debris along the river within the Town 
of Millbury. They will also remove the breached 
dam in back of the Lemieux property and the dam 
in back of the Felters Company. A contract in the 
amount of $22,000 00 was awarded the Johnson 
Brothers of Auburn, Mass., by the Corps of En- 
gineers to do this work. An additional request 
made of the Corps of Engineers includes the re- 
moval of the old dam in back of the New England 
Power Company, more extensive dredging in the 
river, and the clearing of the stream leading from 
Bramanville into the Blackstone.-—This work is 
receiving favorable consideration and will increase 
overall cost to the Corps by approximately 
$20,000 00. We-have been in close contact with 
the Corps of Engineers both at General Fleming's 
New England office in Cambridge and the area 
office in Worcester. Our meetings with members 
of the Corps have been extremely good and as 
a result we have been able to get much needed as- 
sistance with a minimum of effort. 


Blackstone River (State) $110,000 00 
This amount of money was appropriated by the 
State through the efforts of Senator William 
Fleming and Representatives Mulally and Discoll, 
in 1955 and will be used exclusively for the im- 
provement of the Blackstone River in the Town 
of Millbury. Present plans call for widening the 
the Blackstone River in back of the Felters Com- 
pany, and adding a new span to the bridge at 
Cemetery Road, and also included widening, dred- 
ging and clearing the Blackstone River for a dis- 
tance of approximately 1,000 ft. north of the 
bridge on Cemetery Road. Since some of this work 
is already being undertaken by the Corps of En- 
gineers it is our intention to request the State to 
construct an additional span to the bridge on 
Route No. 122A, opposite the W. W. Windle Com- 
pany. 

These projects, together with what has already been 
spent, mean that approximately $326,000.00 will be spent 
for Flood damages and improvements within the Town of 
Millbury.

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Road Commissioners’ Report 


To the Honoarable Board of Selectmen: 

We hereby submit our fourth and final report as Board 
of Road Comissioners due to the fact that it was voted at the 
last regular Town Meeting to replace said Board with the 
Highway Surveyor type of administration. 

During our term of office we have tried to maintain a 
record of efficiency and to bring to the town maximum 
returns for the amount of money spent. 

Due to the flood of August 18th we have had to revise 
many of our plans and allot our time and efforts to the 
process of restoration. 


General Highway and Permanent Road Activities. 

All roads and sidewalks have been repaired by patching 
and graveling wherever the need was the greatest and be- 
cause of flood conditions some roads have to be repaired 
twice, including the following: 


Carleton Road Town Dump Road 
Cemetery Road Rice Road 

Backstrad Road Davis Road at Ramshorn 
Cross Street Pond 

Stowe Road Cross Road 


In order to facilitate and improve certain drainage con- 
ditions the following culverts have been installed: 


No. Main Street—vicinity of Martin Street intersection 
So. Oxford Road—40ft. of 30 inch pipe 

Tainter Hill Road—24ft. of 24 inch pipe 

Park Hill—22 ft. of 22 inch pipe 

Maple Street—80 ft. of 12 inch reenforced concrete pipe 
Deering Road— 24 ft. of 12 inch pipe 


Since there was no appropriation for the maintenance of 
sidewalks such cost had to come out of the General Account 
and the following sidewalks were repaired where the need 
was the greatest: 


Grove Street Cherry Street 
Maple Street Canal Street 
No. Main Street 


It should be noted that in our road patching program that 
we have been somewhat restricted due to the increased cost 
of materials. However, we feel that we have managed to 
keep all permanent roads in good repair. 

A word should be mentioned relative to our town equip- 
ment which is gradually becoming obsolete, thus necessitat- 
ing costly repairs. The trucks are seven years old, the grader 
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is eleven years old and the roller has been used for thirty 
years. 

In regard to competitive contracts, some of these have 
not been executed due to the flood of August 18th. But plans 
and specifications have been submitted by competent en- 
gineers and are ready and work on these projects can be 
started before summer. 

In some instances certain projects have been completed 
by the Highway Department at an appreciable saving to 
the town rather than through the process of competitive 
bidding. These include: 


Riverlin Parkway Millbury Ave. sidewalk 
West Main St. sidewalk Davis Road 


It has also been necessary to clean the town drainage 
‘system three times due to heavy rains and flood conditions. 
This has been done over and above our regular work. 

Fences have been rebuilt and the brush cut at the most 
hazardous places as an aid to public safety. 

The Cross Street Bridge was rebuilt at an appreciable cost 
but unfortunately this work was also destroyed by flood 
conditions. 

One item of major importance to the town has been the 
widening and resurfacing of No. Main Street from the 
center of the town to Canal Street. This involved the re- 
movel of the car tracks and the installation of new drainage 
facilities consisting of culverts and several hundred feet 
of 12 inch reenforced concrete pipe. We are happy to state 
that the actual cost to the town for this important project 
is a little over one thousand dollars. This has been accom- 
plished through the salvaging and sale of the car tracks. 

The Highway Department under the supervision of the 
Police Department aided in the installation of the traffic 
lights at the intersection of No. Main, So. Main and Elm 
Streets in order to hasten the completion of widening and 
surfacing No. Main Street. : 


Oiling Streets 


One of the yearly problems we encounter under this 
hearing has been the steady rise in cost for tar and asphalt, 
yet in spite of this condition the following streets were 
treated:

Do not place too near a building or where 
grass is liable to catch fire. 

The Engineers have made an inspection of hotels, taverns, 
and rest homes and found them to comply with the law. 

We have had fire drills in all schools and found them to 
be well trained, filing out in a very orderly manner. 

Be absolutely sure you know where your nearest fire 
alarm box is located and use it when necessary. This sends 
all pieces of apparatus at once. Telephone calls some time 
cause a delay in responding to a fire.

In the year 1955 the town of Millbury was sprayed by air 
for the control of Gypsy Moth. The work was done on a 
co-operative basis by the Town of Millbury and the State 
Department of Natural Resources, to be financed jointly by 
Town and State. It was the duty of the Local Moth Super- 
intendent to get on a may of the town all locations of mink 
ranches, chicken and turkey farms, orchards that would be 
in bloom and any location of truck gardens. The noise of 
the plane passing over these locations at low altitute scares 
the mink, chickens and turkeys and could cause serious 
damage. By having these locations on a map the pilot is 
able to see them and shut off spray and raise in altitude so 
no damage would be caused. The DDT has an oil base and 
if it comes in contact with vegetables it turns the leaves 
black and therefore they are not saleable for market. From 
the air the pilots cannot detect town lines so they had to 
be marked from the ground. Markers were placed in tall 
trees on the town lines approximately 214 miles apart. Maill- 
bury was the extreme western town to be sprayed so mark- 
ers were placed on the north and west side of town. White 
grain bags lashed to poles and placed in tall trees were used 
as markers for town lines and two bags were used for 
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chicken, turkey, mink ranches and vegetable truck gardens. 
The town was sprayed by a four motored B-17 flying for- 
tress that has been converted to a spray plane. The plane 
sprayed north and south strips 750 ft. apart, which gave a 
complete coverage. The Moth Superintendent assisted in 
placing flight lines on black highways, so the ground man 
on the highway would be located correctly for the planes 
north and south flight stripes. Very little spraying was 
done for control of Elm Leaf Bettle due to the complete 
spraying of town for Gypsy Moth. Many reports were re- 
ceived by sportsmen that the first fieneration of black flies 
and mosquitos were controlled by air spray.

Report of Millbury Housing Authority 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 

We are pleased to present this the fifth report of our ad- 
ministration of the Millbury Housing Project for the year 
ending December 31, 1955. 

At the annual town election in February, Frederick E. 
Lucas was elected to the authority to fill the vacancy left 
by James Stewart. The next night the authority at its 
annual meeting elected the following efficers for the year: 
John M. Hamilton, Chairman; Norman C. Lacouture, Vice 
Chairman; Gordon P. Breault, Treasurer; Ernest T. Tar- 
box, Assistant Treasurer, Richard N. Kenary and John 
Ducharme were re-appointed Executive Director and Main- . 
tenance Man respectively. 

The article in the town warrant relating to housing for 
the elderly which was sponsored by the Board of Public 
Welfare and this authority jointly was favorably acted upon 
by the voters at the annual town meeting. Following this 
action the State Housing Board was contacted, and a 20- 
unit project for Millbury agreed upon. Many sites were 
surveyed, but none met the requirements as set up by the 
State Housing Board, and were rejected. The survey of the 
town continued until the end of the year when a single 
suitable site remained for consideration. Negotiations are 
underway, and if a favorable price is arrived at, it is hoped 
that the site can be purchased and construction started on 
the project by early summer. 

Condition of the hot water heaters in the project war- 
ranted their replacement, and bids were invited early in the 
spring for supplying 25 electricity-heated copperlined hot 
water tanks. The lowest bid was entered by Harry V. O’Con- 
nor of Millbury for $150.00 per tank or $3750.00 for the 
entire project. The contract for installation of these heat- 
ers was awarded to the A and E Electric Service Co. of 
Worcester for $1373.00. 

Under the direction of the firm of Weston and Morgen- 
roth, Sanitation Engineers, of Boston, plans and specifica- 
tions were drawn up for the reconstruction of the filter bed. 
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Bids were invited on May 9. The single bid received from 
the Jafco Co. of Boston for $26,785.00 was considered ex- 
cessive, and the bid was rejected. On inviting bids again, 
the bid of the Pease Co. of Stamford, Connecticut, for 
$24,460.00 was accepted. A bid of A. Amorello and Sons, 
of Worcester, for $22,800.00 was rejected because of this 
company’s association with the construction of the two 
previous beds, neither of which functioned properly. Work 
was begun in July, and by November when work stopped 
for the winter, only the sidewalk and finished grading and 
seeding remained unfinished. 

Two other contracts were awarded during 1955: One to 
the Sutton Fuel Co. for heater maintenance in the amount 
of $175.00; the other to Eugene Emmons of Millbury on 
trash removal for $299.00. 

During 1955 the families of Arthur Frazier, Lionel 
Auclair and Victor Karacius moved out of the project. They 
were replaced by Raymond Grenier and family and the 
families of the deceased veterans, Graig Little and William 
Lange. The family of Graig Little remained in the project 
only a few months and were in turn replaced by Robert 
Raskett and family. 

On October 1 the Millbury Housing Authority was placed 
on permanent financing. All Development Funds held by the 
Millbury National Bank and the Second Bank-State Street 
Trust Co. of Boston were transferred to the Administration 
Account in the Millbury National Bank, and new Manage- 
ment books were set up. However, because of favorable 
rates of interest to be obtained on temporary notes, this 
authority continues to sell its notes on a yearly basis. 

Rents collected during the year amounted to $11,760.50, 
an average of $39.20 per unit per month. Rents receivable - 
at the end of 1955 were $153.00 or $30.00 less than at the 
end of 1954.

IN MEMORIAM 


Miss Bridget E. Connor, a teacher and principal in the 
Millbury Public Schools for forty-two years from Septem- 
ber 6, 1913 until her retirement June 30, 1955, died 
December 14, 1955. 


Miss Connor, a strict disciplinarian with a rare ability to 
inspire her pupils, thereby developing their latent powers, 
gave without reservation of her time, untiring energy and 
devotion to the welfare of her pupils. Her unaffected 
manner in meeting all problems and conditions endeared 
her in an unusual way to her pupils. The fidelity with which 
she cared for their needs, great and small, make the task of 
her successor indeed a difficult one. 


Report of the School Committee 


To the citizens of Millbury: 


The School Committe herewith submits its annual re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1955. 

The year 1955 has seen another moderate advance in the 
cost of operating the school department. Increased enroll- 
ment, additions to the teaching staff, mounting maintenance 
and salary costs, fuel, transportation, etc., all contributed 
to an increased budget for 1955. 

‘Several bus route extensions and additions have been 
made in several sections of town where personal safety of 
youngsters is involved. 

An evening Open House, with all teachers in attendance, 
was again conducted in November of this year in abserv- 
ance of National Education Week. The School Committee 
was indeed very pleased to see so many parents and towns- 
people visit our school facilities. 

A new class for mentally retarded children was started 
in March of this year. This class has been conducted in the 
Library with Mrs. Constance Dobie as the teacher. Much 
of the cost of operating this class will be returned to the 
town by the State of Massachusetts. 

The Millbury School System was very fortunate in suf- 
fering only minor damage during the disastrous August 
flood. 

Mr. Robert Roach was apponited janitor at the Center- 
Junior High Schools replacing Mr. Gerald Army, who has 
resigned. 

As authorized by the 1955 annual town meeting, a 
seven member elementary school survey committee was ap- 
pointed by the Moderator. Composing this committee are 
the School Committee, Mr. Walter Dolan, Mr. Francis 
Daley, Mr. Richard Dwinell, and Mr. George Ryan. Mr. 
Stowe is chairman; Mr. Daley is Secretary. 

The need for additional elementary classroom space 
has been noted for several years in School Committee an- 
nual reports. The survey committee has been meeting regu- 
larly, studying proposed needs, sites, localities, tentative 
construction costs, etc. for new elementary facilities. 

A report is being prepared and should be ready for 
town meeting action very soon. 

It is with the deepest regret that we must note the 
passing of Miss Bridget E. Connor, who died in December 
of this year. Miss Connor was loved and respected by all. 
She had served the Millbury School System for many faith- 
ful years as a teacher and for the last few years, prior to 
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her retirement, as principal of the Junior High and Center 
Schools. We shall all miss Miss Connor. 


For the years 1955 the State has reimbursed the Town 
of Millbury $85,592.77 towards the cost of school operation. 


Many repairs and improvements, some of a major 
nature, were carried out in 1955. 


The interior. of the Junior High and the exterior of 
Burbank School were painted. Extensive repairs were 
necessary to a section of slate roof and wall of the Junior 
High School. 


Two electric water coolers were installed, one in the 
Junior High and the other in the Center School. 


The high school football team was outfitted with new 
jerseys. 

Many other repairs and improvements were carried 
out and all are listed in the itemized list of expenditures. 


We wish to thank school personnel, parents, our many 
hundreds of fine school children, and the personnel of all 
town departments for the fine cooperation extended to us 
during the past year. 

Again we wish to thank the many business folks in- 
cluding Millbury Motor Company for loaning a new auto- 
mobile for our driver training program, and Mr. William 
Young who conducts our Savings Stamp program, for their 
generous cooperation during 1955.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 

I respectfully submit my nineteenth annual report and the sixty- 
sixth in the series of reports of the Millbury School Superintendents. 

The two great problems confronting public school authorities today 
are the difficulty in obtaining and holding qualified teachers, and 
an almost universal lack of classroom space. Each year less than 
half the number of teachers actually required to maintain proper 
teaching standards is made available by the teacher training i- 
stitutions. The result is that good teachers are sought out by Super- 
intendents, and frequently move from one school system to another 
with the desire of more advantageous positions. The smaller com-- 
munities lose many of their best teachers to larger cities, and the 
perpetual problem is to secure suitable replacements. 

Buildings which were adequate twenty-five years ago are now 
outmoded for educational purposes. In spite of vast expenditures 
for new buildings throughout the country, it is estimated that the 
building pace is only half what it should be to accomodate the 
growing school population. 

In Millbury no new elemetary school buildings have been erected 
since 1926. During that period the enrollment in grades one to eight 
has increased 62%, and will have nearly doubled by 1961. In 1931 
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four rooms were rented from the Assumption School. In 1953 the 
completion of the Memorial High School allowed us to transfer all 
the seventh and eighth grade pupils to the old high school building, 
and the fifth and sixth grade pupils to the Center School. In 1954 
two basement rooms in the old high school were pressed into service 
to accommodate the overflowing pupils of the fifth and sixth grades. 

At present we have 1289 pupils in 38 rooms. Four of these rooms 
are rented and may not be available in the near future because of 
the increasing needs of the Assumption School for its own pupils. 
This gives an average of approximately thirty-four pupils per room. 
Five years from now, with present accommodations the average per 
room would be forty, and ten years from now it would be forty-five. 
This figure is based on birth statistics and does not take into account 
drop-outs and additional pupils coming from new families settling 
in Millbury. 

The history and anticipated needs of the Millbury School Depart- 
ment indicate that the Town should construct a twenty classroom 
building. This would provide space for our increasing school popula- 
tion until 1965. The new building should include such special rooms 
as Principal’s office, Guidance office, teachers’ rooms, health rooms, 
and a multipurpose room for use as a cafeteria, assembly and music 
room, and physical aducation area. 

Adequate buildings and good teachers are essential for the proper 
education of our children, but hardly less important is the coopera- 
tion of the parents. They should appreciate the fact that it is virtu- 
ally impossible for the children to obtain all the education they need 
during the time that they attend school. Encouragement and help 
at home will greatly improve the quality of the education of any 
child. We have not, in the past, recommended that a child below 
grade six devote a definite amount of time to home work. Now, how- 
ever, we wish to encourage parents to see to it that home work is 
accomplished by each child, especially by those children below normal 
in school grades. We suggest the following home work schedules: 
Grade VI—30 minutes; Grades VII and VIII—45 to 60 minutes; 
Grades IX through XIII—90 minutes. Pupils in high school who are 
preparing for college should devote at least 120 minutess to home 
study. This schedule is actual study time, and should not include time 
wasted because of interruptions. 


Pupil Accident Insurance 

The adoption by the School Committee of a voluntary school ac- 
cident insurance plan resulted in over seventy per cent enrollment 
at the nominal cost of $1.25 each per year. This policy provides fi- 
nancial protection against accidental injury to students while going 
to, or returning from, school, and while participating in any school- 
sponsored activity except football. Football players are covered by 
another type of policy. 

Savings Stamps 

Our savings stamps plan, sponsored in conjunction with Mr. Wil- 
liam Young, Postmaster, continued to show a large number of grades 
one to four pupils participating. We hope in the future to develop 
this program so that it will be a valuable teaching supplement, and 
will aid the parents to form saving habits in their school-age chil- 
dren. During the past year our school children have purchased a 
total of $5,531.75 in savings stamps.

Report of Mr. Stephen Benton 
High School Principal 
Rapidly we are reaching the stage in the new Memorial High School 
where attendance is becoming the paramount problem. The new high 
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school was built for a capacity of 450 and the attendance at the begin- 
ning of this school year was 482. If every pupil who made out elective 
cards in the Spring of 1955, had entered this fall, the school would 
have been over the 450 capacity; and every year the problem will be- 
come greater. The eighth grade now has 135 pupils in it and the seventh 
grade 165. These figures do not include pupils from the seventh and 
eighth grades of the Assumption School from which we get at least 
ten pupils each year. These figures together with the fact that the high 
school will be graduating only about 85 in 1956 and about 95 in 1957 
do not improve the future outlook of our ever-growing problem. 


This past year saw quite a few changes in the high school faculty. 
We lost the valued service of Mrs. Roger Corey, the former Miss 
Katherine Harris, and Mr. Rawland Cresser. Mrs. Corey, who taught 
Spanish and English, was replaced by Miss Adrienne Lachapelle who 
formerly taught Consumer Economics and Commercial Geography in 
the Millbury Memorial High School. Miss Lachapelle’s former position 
was filled by Miss Honora Kinniery, who received he r B.S. Ed. from 
Worcester State Teachers College and her M.A. from Clark Univer- 
sity, and who was formerly head of the social science department at 
Chicopee High School, Chicopee, Massachusetts. Mr. Cresser, who 
taught shop and related work, and who is teaching in a similar ca- 
pacity in the Weymouth School System, was replaced by Mr. Roger 
Bourdeau, a graduate of Fitchburg State Teachers College. One new 
teacher, Miss Jean Demma, was added to the Commercial and English 
Department. Miss Demma is a graduate of Becker Junior College and 
Boston University School of Practical Arts and Letters. We welcome 
our new teachers and wish them success and happiness in their new 
positions. To the teachers whom we have lost we say, “Thank you for 
a job well done.” 

The prizes annually awarded to the members of the graduating class 
were as follows: Amelia Markey was awarded the D.A.R. Good Citi- 
zens Certificate for outstanding characteristics of good citizenship; 
Ronald Despard was awarded the Rensselaer Alumni Association 
Medal for proficiency in mathematics and science; Amelia Markey was 
presented both the Millbury Woman’s Club Scholarship Award of one 
hundred dollars and the Millbury Parent-Teacher Association Scholar- 
ship Award of one hundred dollars. 

The issuing of certificates of approval has been discontinued by Mr. 
John J. Millane, Supervisor of Secondary Education. However, in 
December of 1954, Millbury Memorial High School was accepted into 
the organization known as, “The New England Association of Colleges 
and Secondary Schools’, and enjoys all the certificate privileges of 
this association. 

For the first time in the history of Millbury High School the “Re- 
flector’’, in competition with several hundred other high school maga- 
gines, was awarded First Place by the Columbia Scholastic Press As- 
sociation. This is the highest honor that our magazine can achieve 
and one enjoyed by very few magazines in this section of the state. 
Our most hearty congratulations go to Mr. Hamilton and the Reflector 
Staff for this excellent achievement and for the honor they have 
brought their school. 

Our school, through the endeavors of its Student Council, has been 
honored by the Massachusetts Secondary Principals’ Association and 
the Massachusetts Department of Education in recognition of signifi- 
cant service to the community by “The Student Council”, who through 
act and deed showed acceptance of the principle, “Responsibility is the 
Price of Freedom”. Our thanks to Mr. Shaw and the members of the 
student council for a job well done and for the honor they have 
brought to their school. 
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Another single honor was accorded the school when we were in- 
formed by Mr. Kenneth M. Gould, editor-in-chief of the Scholastic 
Magazine, that Ronald Despard had won “Honorable Mention” in the 
Scholastic Writing Awards sponsored by the W. A. Schaeffer Company. 

I believe that we should also single out Miss Harrington and the 
Girls’ Basketball Team for special congratulations on their extraor- 
dinarily fine season. They won fifteen straight games and went unde- 
feated, which was a first in the history of Millbury High Girls’ 
Basketball. 

The various clubs and organizations in the Millbury Memorial High 
School again enjoyed a pleasant and successful year under the guid- 
ance and leadership of the following teachers: Boys’ Athletics, Mr. 
Martin Roach, Mr. Angelo Insalaco and Mr. Richard Swanson; Girls’ 
Athletics, Miss Ann Harrington; The Cheering Squad, Miss Adrienne 
Lachapelle, Miss Jean Demma and Miss Honora Kinniery; The Stu- 
dent Council, Mr. Raymond Shaw; The Band, Mr. Warren Freeman 
and Mr. Robert Carey; The French Club, Miss Helen Brown; The 
Science Club, Mr. Thomas McGinn; The Biology Club, Mr. Richard 
Kenary; The Junior Red Cross, Mr. Raymond Shaw: The Reflector, 
Mr. Thomas Hamilton; The Aftermath, Miss Helen Brown, Mrs. 
Roger Corey and Miss Honora Kinniery; The Dramatic Club, Miss 
Margaret Marlborough and Mr. Robert Carey: The Glee Club, Or- 
chestra and Talent Assembly Group, Miss Katherine Bowe; Public 
Speaking and Debating, Miss Margaret Russell. 

Once again our school attendance exceeded the 95% mark. This high 
percentage of attendance could not be reached year after year if it 
were not for the spirit of cooperativeness evidenced by parents and 
pupils. 


Report of Mrs. Ellen Clark 
Cafeteria Manager 

The second year of our cafeteria has been a successful one. From 
January 3 to December 22 there were 47,820 meals served, That is 
1,310 more than last year. In addition to these meals, 21,517 bottles of 
milk were sold to pupils who carry their lunch. This year the surplus 
food has been turned over to the Welfare Board to be distributed to 
needy families.

Report of Mr. Arthur O’Mara 
Junior High School and Center School Principal 


I respectfully submit my first report as Principal of the Junior 
High and Center Schools. 

Miss Bridget E. Connor resigned as Principal of the Junior High 
School and Center School during the summer. Those of us who have 
worked with Miss Connor regretted her resignation for we felt that 
we were losing both a friend and a very helpful adviser. We know 
her past counsel will aid us in our every endeavor. 

We welcome to our faculty Mr. William McCullough, Jr., as in- 

structor of our Industrial Arts course. He filled the position left 
vacant by Mr. Joseph Farias who resigned to accept a position in 
Hopkinton. 

The enrollment at the Junior High School on the opening day of 
school, September 7, 1955, was 290. This was an increase of 31 pupils 
over the previous year, and is the largest enrollment the Junior High 
School has ever had. 

The eighth grade graduating class in June 1955 numbered 121 
pupils; one of the largest classes ever to have been graduated from 
the Junior High School. 

After a lapse of several years, the annual class trip of the gradu- 
ating class was again resumed. Among the outstanding places of 
interest visited were the Mapparium at the Christian Sicence Monitor 
Building, the Science Museum, Bunker Hill, Charlestown Navy Yard, 
Old North Church, The State House, Lexington Battle Ground and 
Concord Bridge. 

In the spring, the Junior High School presented the operetta 
“MULLIGAN’S MAGIC” under the able direction of Miss Katherine 
Bowe. Miss Scarpaci certainly deserves commendation for her artis- 
tic contribution. We were very pleased with the large attendance of 
parents and friends. 

Parents’ Night was observed November 9, 1955. The ever increas- 
ing interest of the parents, as shown by their large attendance, was 
gratifying to the school personnel. 

Standardized tests were given to all pupils during the year to aid 
the teachers in understanding more fully the accomplishments and 
abilities of the individual pupil. 

The 1955 basketball season was most successful, in view of the 
games won and the number of pupils participating. In recognition 
of their undefeated team, the players were the recipients of a trophy. 
Mr. James O’Leary of the Junior High School faculty gave unstint- 
ingly of his time in coaching both the basketball and baseball teams. 

Approximately 1000 bottles of milk a week are served to the pupils 
under the Special School Milk Program. 

This year our school band is made up entirely of pupils from the 
Junior High School and Center School. Previous to this time, we 
worked in conjunction with the Senior High School Band, under the 
direction of Dr. Warren S. Freeman, 
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Miss Diana Hill, a member of the Junior High School faculty, and 
Miss Katherine Bowe, Supervisor of Music, have organized a glee 
club consisting of eighth grade pupils. This is purely voluntary, both 
on the part of the teachers and the pupils, and the response has been 
most rewarding. 

In furthering the visual education program, we have scheduled a 
series of 16 films on American History to be shown during this school 
year. A film of interest to the science classes is shown one period 
each week. 

The opening day of school in September found a slight decrease in 
the number of pupils enrolled at the Center School with 257 pupils 
present compared to 284 in September 1954. 

Mr. John Hayes began his duties as assistant principal of the 
Center School at the beginning of the school year. We welcome two 
new members to the faculty of the Center School as sixth grade 
teachers: Mr. Francis Lopato and Mr. Robert O’Leary. Both have 
had previous experience as elementary school teachers. 


Report of Mrs. Constance J. Dobie 
Special Class Teacher 


The first meeting of the Special Class was held in the Millbury 
Public Library building on March 7, 1955, with seven pupils, most of 
whom had not before attended any school. The rest had attended 
regular classes for short periods. Nine pupils were enrolled in Sep- 
tember and the attendance has been remarkable. 

The purpose of the Special Class is to make each child a well- 
adjusted, self-respecting and cooperative member of home and com- 
munity, who will contribute as much as he is able toward his self- 
support. The aim of the curriculum is to help these handicapped 
children to react as other growing children to situations, both in and 
out of school; also to establish habits and attitudes that will continue 
to operate as life goes on. 

Special emphasis is placed on health habits and a practical working 
knowledge of tool subjects. Particular care is taken to advance each 
child at his or her own rate of learning so that he will not experience 
the despair of striving to accomplish the impossible. 


Report of Miss Ann D. Harrington 
Supervisor of Physical Education—Girls 


The physical education program for the girls has grown with the 
need of the girls. Its objectives are: 

1. to aid in the developing of the individual both physically and 

mentally; 

2. to create a sense of sportsmanship and fair play; 

3. to reach each girl through some sport or activity ; 

4. to give them a general knowledge of the various sports. 

The program in the high school devotes two full period classes of 
physical education per week for every girl who is physically able. 

In Fall and Spring the classes are held outdoors. The sports for 
these two season consist of: 


. Field Hockey 
Soccer 

. Fieldball 

. Speedball 

. Softball 

Tennis 

Archery 

. Field and Track 
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In Winter the program consists of:

One full period a month is devoted to a phase of health or safety 
nee The classes are exposed to this by means of audio-visual 
aids. 

The junior high program is very similar. However, more time is 
given to lead-up games so that they will be able to use the skills in 
the games of higher organization in later years. 

Inter-scholastic competition in Field Hockey, Basketball and Soft- 
ball proved of great interest to the girls. 


Report of Mr. Angelo Insalaco 
Supervisor of Physical Education—Boys 


The physical education program in the high school is designed to 
teach a variety of skills, games, and exercises. The aim is to reach 
all of the boys with many of these games and skills, so that all may 
find at least one activity in which they may become proficient if they 
so desire. It also gives the boys a chance to play and enjoy games 
which they may otherwise never have come in contact with. 

The program is as follows:

Games of low organization, relays and drills will be used through- 
out the program to tie in with the activity being taught. 
Each period will be broken down as follows (twice a week) ; 
Reporting and dressing—5-8 minutes 
Calisthenics—5-10 minutes 
Activity—20 minutes 
Showers and dressing—10 minutes 


It is the hope of this instructor that the aims and objectives of 
physical education are being projected to the boys of this high school 
through this program, and that it will give a healthier outlook on the 
physical and the mental aspects of play as intended. 


Report of Mrs. Jane S. Dakin 
Supervisor of Home Economics 
The course in Home Economics for all freshmen girls at the Me- 
morial High School is proceeding according to plans previously sub- 
mitted to your office. The sixty-nine girls have double period classess, 
this being equivalent to ten single periods a week. 
The students coming to us from the Junior High School have had 
no previous training in Foods and Nutrition; consequently, our chief 
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stress lies in this field. Particular attention is given to directions for 
preparing foods by the latest methods that emphasize variety and 
attractiveness as well as nutritional value. The approach to good 
nutritional habits is made on basis of every girl’s desire to have ex- 
uberant vitality, well being, and attractiveness in appearance. 

As was observed before we are on a three-unit basis, the second 
of which has several varied homemaking activities. Good grooming 
and laundry units are the most popular. All through the year the 
Home Economics department, using the automatic laundromat and 
dryer, launders and mends the shop coats for Industrial Arts classes, 
football clothes for athletic participants, towels for the cafeteria, and 
towels and aprons for the students. 


Report of Miss Rose B. Neri 
Teacher of Junior High School Sewing 


Sewing instruction is introduced in the school curriculum in the 
seventh grade. There is much to be learned not only in direct applica- 
tion of the art but also in correct understanding of this specialized 
subject, for it is not only important in practicability for successful 
homemakers but equally essential in proper grooming and wardrobe 
planning for outstanding career girls. 

Most of the first year is devoted to a comprehensive study and 
practice of hand sewing including some decorative stitchery. Hand 
sewing definitely merits time; because it is a most satisfactory 
method for acquiring efficiency in handling sewing equipment, achiev- 
ing accuracy of workmanship and creating an interest through success- 
ful results. The stitches are put to practical use in constructing three 
articles for a sewing kit. Throughout the clothing program there is 
continual instruction in color harmony, design and style; the girls are 
given reasonable responsibility in making personal selections with the 
necessary assistance. During the latter part of the seventh grade, a 
complete knowledge of the sewing machine is attained through manual 
instruction and actual practice. A small household article is made 
during the course of the year. 

Eighth graders progress to more skillful machine stitching by mak- 
ing numerous seams and by learning new sewing techniques to gain 
greater valuation and originality. All pupils are required to make an 
apron and a dress for which the commercial pattern is used. First, the 
fundamentals are taught in reference to patterns and gradually phases 
of adaptation for personalities and alterations for individual measure- 
ments are included. A third article of clothing may be chosen as an 
additional project by the more advanced girls. It may be well said that 
the major objectives in a clothing class are a development of sewing 
skill to uppermost individual aptitude and thence a correct applica- 
tion of the art to its best advantage. | 


Report of Mr. Wilmar H. Ela 
Supervisor of Industrial Arts 

Industrial Arts is now presented to the high school student as a 
four-year course. The boys in this course alternate weekly in the gen- 
eral shop and in the related work classroom. 

Areas for learning in the general shop include metals, wood and 
power mechanics. The related classroom studies are shop science, 
mechanical drawing and mathematics. 

Equipment in the school shop includes auto chassis, motors, electri- 
cal testing equipment, circular saws, planes, sanders, wood turning 
lathes, drill presses, metal turning lathes, shaper, milling machine, 
band saws, oxyacetylene welding and suitable hand tools. 

Knowledge and skills are taught the boys throuh the construction 
of practical projects in the various shop areas. A partial list of 
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projects in the Industrial Arts course follows: serving trays, picture 
frames, tool boxes, electro magnets, pipe vices, metal clamps and two 
wheel grinders. 


Report of Mr. William F. McCullough, Jr. 
Teacher of Woodworking 


The fifth and sixth grade pupils are introduced to the basic wood- 
working tools, learning the proper use, care and maintenance through 
the medium of woodworking projects. Each child completes two or 
three projects learning the correct procedure of designing, construc- 
tion and finishing. 

Leathercraft with its basic principles is introduced through the 
medium of elementary projects. The leather industry from the basic 
material to the completed product is discussed in this leathercraft 
unit. 

The seventh and eighth grade pupils use all the hand tools along with 
being acquainted with the power machines, More complicated projects 
are undertaken in these classes, usually trying to obtain four com- 
pleted projects integrating both hand tools and the power machines 
(grinder, lathe, band saw, drill press and jig saw). 

A unit of sheet metal is introduced to these classes and again 
projects are completed with hand and machine tools used in the sheet 
metal trade. Movies are shown concerning the manufacturing of steel 
and by-products at the United States Steel plants. 


Report of Miss Katherine M. Bowe 
Supervisor of Music 

The music program is designed and undertaken for the main pur- 
pose of providing all pupils with a knowledge and understanding of 
the basic principles of the art, that they may intelligently derive 
pleasure from both listening and participation. 

The elemetary school program has been greatly broadened through 
the use of records and recreative music. I now visit the elementary 
grades every other week and spend more time in each grade, as I 
believe that a good foundation is necessary, and it is in these grades 
that a love of music can be instilled through the proper direction, so 
that a pupil will be able to sight-read music and appreciate the best 
musical literature. 

The Junior High School pupils have two forty-minute periods of 
music a week, at which time more advanced harmony is taught and 
three-part harmonies enjoyed. The Junior High School students pre- 
sented an operetta in the high school auditorium in March, This was 
the first venture by the junior high pupils and they deserve much 
credit for their splendid performance. 

In the Special Class a program of motion songs and musical games 
is greatly enjoyed by the pupils. 

Two glee clubs with approximately 40 students in each, rehearse 
one forty-minute period each week. This is an elective subject, so all 
girls who join the club are deeply interested in music and work for 
more effective presentation of harmonies. 

On November 18th, the Glee Club presented a musical entitled 
“Music Then and Now” in the auditorium. This presentation of music 
from 1860 to the present time was done in costumes of the period and 
played to a large audience. It was very successful and enjoyed greatly 
by both audience and participants. 

The Talent Group, consisting of boys and girls interested in either 
vocal or instrumental music, meet one period a week and prepare a 
varied program which is presented in other high schools as well as 
for the students in Millbury. At the present time we have a very 
small orchestra, but hope to enlarge on this project soon. 
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Report of Dr. Warren S. Freeman 
Instructor of Instrumental Music 


I have the honor to submit to you a report of the activities in the 
field of instrumental music in the public schools of Millbury for the 
year 1955. 

Steady, but not spectacular progress marked our work in instru- 
mental music during the past year. It has been decided that efforts 
should be made to develop a complete high school band independent of 
the grade school and junior high school students. The junior high and 
elementary school students now have their own separate band. This 
program will mean that no transportation will have to be provided 
for rehearsals and special events, and it will give each of the schools 
its own band unit. By necessity, for the present these bands will be 
small, but it is expected that with continued work in the two schools 
that the band groups will increase in size. 

Of particular satisfaction has been the growth of the instrumental 
program in the Junior High School and the elementary schools. Dur- 
ing the Fall of 1955 an enrollment of more than 30 students has 
been realized in the instrumental group at the Junior High School. 
This group meets each Wednesday morning and makes provision for 
a regular band rehearsal, and for individual and group instruction 
for those pupils who need special help in order to go forward with 
their instrumental music training. 

On the high school level the program has been moving forward, but 
at a much slower tempo. We at present have a group of 21 students 
enrolled in the band. Mr. Robert Carey of the high school faculty, 
has ben assisting as faculty manager of the band, and his work has 
helped to increase membership and to provide a continuing service 
to the students of instrumental music throughout the week. With the 
instrumental staff being on a part-time basis, it was found necessary 
to have someone looking out for the interest of the band throughout 
the week, even when the instrumental instructor was not present at 
the school. 

The high school band has provided special music for the Memorial 
Day parade, for an instrumental demonstration concert, and for the 
football game against Northbridge on Thanksgiving Day, 1955. 


The creation of two bands, where one had been provided fo origin- 
ally, creates certain problems concerning uniforms and instruments. 
It has been decided that for the present the larger uniforms will re- 
main in the high school and the smaller uniforms will be transferred 
to the junior high school. As the band grows, it will be necessary to 
provide new uniforms for each of the groups in order to bring them 
up to full strength. The same policy is being followed in connection 
with the school-owned background instruments. The Superintendent 
of Schools has been fortunate in obtaining certain instruments 
through Government Surplus and an effort is being made to make 
other instruments available to students who are not able to afford 
ownership of their own instruments. In this way we hope to provide 
the necessary background instruments for the band, and at the same 
time to give students who wish to play in the band, but who do not 
have an instrument, an opportunity to do so. 

I wish to express my appreciation to Mr. Walter Lewis, who is 
assisting me in the instruction program this year, making it possible 
to give broader service and to make for a better musical program. 
Mr. Lewis is a graduate of the New England Conservatory of Music, 
and is a regular certified teacher of music approved by the State 
Department of Education. His service is invaluable in making it 
possible for a larger number of students to have individual attention 
in instrumental music. 
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Report of Miss Florence M. Scarpaci 
Supervisor of Art 


Art as a school subject too often is thought important only to those 
pupils who are endowed with artistic ability. There exists in the 
public mind a traditional attitude toward art which places it under a 
peculiar disadvantage in the school curriculum. 

It is the somewhat intangible quality of the benefits from art 
education that makes it difficult for the average citizen to realize its 
importance. 

Our first concern as teachers of art is to set up clearly marked 
goals. Before we can teach an art lesson, we must know just what 
results we wish to achieve. 

What does art mean to Jacky Smith in the first grade, or to Mary 
Jones in the sixth grade or to their big brothers and sisters in the 
high school? Is it merely a pleasant recreation, a relief from aca- 
demic subjects? Or is the real reason or purpose of the art lesson to 
train boys and girls as future artists? School art work may accom- 
plish either of these aims, but they can hardly be considered as the 
principal objectives of art education. Surely we wish children to enjoy 
their drawing and painting and cutting and pasting, but at the same 
time we wish them to achieve much more than pleasant entertainment 
for themselves. For the few boys and girls who are talented in art, 
we wish to develop their technical skill, but it is not for these few 
that we believe art has a place in the school curriculum, Most sad 
and unwise it would be to train every child as an artist! 

What can the art lesson do for the average boy and girl, who more 
often than not, has no particular talent? Educators believe that 
every child should be helped to live happily and to deal effectively 
with his enviroment both in the present and in the future. The right 
kind of art education can help to accomplish these objectives. 

Through the study of art the child comes into contact with a great 
wealth of knowledge, understanding, and experiences. It helps him 
better to understand the cultural heritage of his race, to recognize 
and appreciate beauty in the world about him and to eliminate ugli- 
ness from his surroundings. Such attainments as these help any in- 
dividual to live more fully and richly, and to enjoy genuine and 
lasting satisfaction. 


Report of Richard E. Church, M.D. 
School Physician 


The annual school physical examinations are in progress. Most of 
the pupils have been found in excellent health. Conditions which I 
have detected have generally been minor in nature and frequently 
under treatment. 

In going over the records, however, we have found that the diph- 
theria—tetnas—whooping cough inoculations are often neglected. 
Many have never had the original course of three injections. Of those 
who have had these, very few have had even one booster injection. 
Proper use of these is one very good way of protecting their health. 


Report of Miss Anna B,. Callahan, R. N. 
School Nurse 


All schools have been visited at least once a week while school was 
in session. In addition, countless visits were made for special reasons, 
such as accidents, illnesses, physical checkups, ete. 

Many of the Nurse’s duties during the year are required by State 
Law. Some of these are: 

Physical examinations of all pupils in the 1st, 4th, 7th, 11th grades 
who were not examined by family physicians. These examinations by 
family physicians are reported on special forms which are returned 
to the schools. 
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Physical examinations of all boys and girls participating in any 
interscholastic activity such as football, baseball, basketball, softball, 
hockey and track. 

Annual screening tests for both vision and hearing and recheck of 
pupils who failed. 

Chest X-ray every three years of all teachers, supervisors, cafe- 
teria workers, janitors, bus drivers, and clerks. 

Annual vaccination clinic for first grade entrants. 

When a pupil is confined to home for a long period of time for 
some reason, we must provide home tutoring. This involves the fol- 
lowing steps: 1. filling required State forms; 2. getting a signed 
physician’s certificate, and 3. physician’s recommendations of need 
and probable length of time such service will be required. 

We have experienced the usual incidence of head colds, chicken pox, 
mumps, german measles and the regular type measles, at various in- 
tervals during the year. 

Again this fall, Mrs. Gagliardi assisted in the screen testing of all 
pupils for vision and hearing. Those who fail the test will be retested 
by me and notices sent home. These are taken to the family physician 
so that he might make recommendations which the school can carry 
out. The splendid cooperation of the parents in the correction of eye 
and ear failures has been a great aid to the teachers, pupils and 
Nurse in carrying out. any recommendations by the specialist, such 
as the need of special seating arrangements, etc. 

Poliomylitis vaccination clinic started March 25th. Parents of more 
than 300 children signed the necessary request slips and those chil- 
dren received the first inoculation of poliomylitis vaccine. I wish to 
thank the doctors, nurses, and all who participated in this most 
worthy program.
